On reader! cannot Tail la perceive that 
in thetr drtuttury rcmarlii our attention it 
pretty ateadily bent upon ihe circum- 
n&iue* whith will cooslitute ur aJTetl the 
well-being, not to much of thr pretent 
atrivrn after peraonal arhanlage, tiur vet 
of the dialing adult generation uf Kttleri. 
but rather ol thute who are to tpcteed. 
Tht prrtrnt fre-neration are iiitereiled 
thruugh their aftrctiun*,and mutt be aalia- 
fird ttilh good hojie. *> think tht pro- 
ccaaof twiai improvement will lie loo tlow 
ftir them lo reap any frreal enjoyment 
from it in any other nay than anticipa- 
tion uf the tetter fiurtioii pronuard tu 
the it Mtceiiora, They may indeed by 
the adoption of some uf thr artificial 
meant alluded to, realize mure than n 
foretaate of the future; they may even by 
diiregatdiog the lawi uf nature and mora- , 
lity effect a rr turn of the golden dayi ,1 
and they may think that would thr mn 
once more thine, they would make their 
bay, and carry it off too. But we greatly 
mialakr if the majority of thr colonial, 
would not prefer a luiBciency in their 
uirn lifetimes, and leave a handtomc rt- 
venion tu their children. Kven those 
who have recently come from Kngland, and 
whu having been unfortunate here, regret 
the moit what they there gave up, cannot 
but be tumble, that were they to return, 
■1 would be rery difHcult for them to find 
elbuw-rouin ngairi, tu reiume thtir uld 
buiitteia-coiineiiom and little Kiurcrt uf 
income now variouily diipened, and lo 
forniih the meant and find the opening) 
fur advancing their familirt in the way 
which their poiilion there would render 
detitable. We abuuld he tbw, indeed, to 
advite any man whu it doing nell at 
home, lo leave hit piiit. If ever he duet 
to, or it tbuuldered out of it by more 
energetic men, he will find it hard to 
regain. Bui here it it very different. 
Few of the occupalioni which are Tulluwrd 
require peculiar skill. Even that wont 
of t rtn.es, in England, poverty, declared 
and eatreme, it hot lufEcicut to condemn 
good conduct permanently " to lie in cold 
u Detraction." Am. in [urticnlar, though 
there be a acarcitv of genteel occupationt, 
or auch at would in Engund be alone 
coniidered tuch, there 11 no difficulty in 
procuring one that will give a lad a main- 
tenance in the mean time, and inde- 
pendence id the end. 

Addreujng ourtelvri to thoae who 
agree in thetr wishes and reaaoninga, we 
proceed to inquire the particular niodea of 
applying the truthi alrrady deduced, with 
the view of removing, al leant, every 
retardation that may occur in the pretent 
t ran si t ii >n state of the colony, if it be out 
of oar power to accelerate the artllement 
uf the ttrata into a riatoral slate. 

The great law of healthful, social, and 
poliiico-econoinical life, it analogous- to 
that of vegetable and individual animal 
life, and may most i imply be expreiied 
by the aame tenni, •baorption and repro- 
ducl ion. We have teen cauar lo with that 
aume meant thou Id turn up for abiurbiag 
beneficially our turpi ut wealth, threaten- 
ing lo ari*e out of an exceai of expurtt 
uver import*, that we may mil be, at 
England now teem* lo be. afflicted with a 
plutunic plethora, and ready- to embark in 
any project that promiret. The amazing 
amount of expensive improvement and 
application uf thr tcietice. to thr arts, 
arnongal others to huibamlry, which hat 
been but latrly corjiidered lutceptible of 
the aid of the aciepcei, it a proof how 
much want there iiof money invettmenlt, 
and how little money ii valued when 
abundant. It i> true that money Mill n 
a mruure of relative value, and interett it 
ameaiureof time ; but tht money- holder* ' 
band* are lea tenaciout, and their tapec- 
latiuut irta eaacting, than al any time 
in modern hiatory, Why ii thu, but 
because the mother country having ar- 
rived at a high artificial ttate of iniprovr- 
menl, the common, ob> tout, and cmvomary 
abaurbentt arc tat u rated, and the only ir • 
murtrratiee onet are Lhote which .rrve lo 
promote and maintain her superiority in 
manufacture! and foreign commerce. For- 
tunate il it for ui, thai we can administer 
in pan tu the preservation uf her supe- 
riority by the growth of fine wool, which, 
ir we are not preetoled by oppressive or 
unequal regulaltont, w* may pursue | V «a 
almoat unlimited ealem with little com. 
petition. 

In ftranting this, however, we do not 
grant that the formation of new iheep 
■tatiuni at greater dittaneei in the inte- 
rior, ii a itiBcient means of absorption, 
or ■ remunerative meant independent of 
other reproductive sorts of expenditure for 
which the colony affords au ample field. 
On the contrary, we allege that the former 
specie, uf outlay cannot be re muneratjtt 
unlet* it be accompanied, if not preceded 
by the ott-.a i, ia which properly the do - 
megtic improeement and civilization uf 
the eauatry cuaairtt. 

We protest against tht charge of allow- 
ing our thought* to iravrl out of the 
toller tenor of practical and paying in- 
dustry. We are not thinking of .mootb- 
macadamiied iiiadt, albeit trc know that 
our native land it intersected with these 
and with tram roadi, and even at mo- 
•pheric and electric railway!— we want 
very few handaume atunr bridges lor the 
present, and nut one tut pension chain 
bridge, unless where it might be cheaper 
than atone— we shall be tatittied with 
ehurcbes without spiru, estates without 
lordly naniions, and resident gentry that 
do not keep open table. But certainly 
we are sanguine enough lo eapect, thai 
ws shall, within this our own day, be ca. 
pabte of pro-riding againrl droughts, whe- 
ther as affecting out live .todt, or our 
agn cultural 
ktw price, a

by any chaaget in Ihr chief inarkrtt srith 
whiih Ihey trade their few actually 
worked resources are rendered of no 
value. 

The specie* uf improvement and re- 
productive absorption at vhich we 
situ, is inseparably connected with 
the retidrnce of uur landed pro- 
prietors on their own estates, and their 
personal devutmn lo thr dutiei, whatever 
form they may eventually assume, of their 
districts. To complete Ihr ideal, We would 
that all sheep faruirrs.a. tvun at Ihey have 
realised a monry inrplus. would look out 
for a homestrad and residence, conveni. 
entlyiiluatrdtuthrirtlJitiuns. In default, 
hunever, of this, we earnettly desire that 
a fair arrange me nt could be made with 
res|>rrt to thr term* and tenure pa which 
Ihey hold the itatiuns, with the view of 
inducing them to keep thehiselvei up to 
the condition oui of which they issued 
before they took to the buth. VYe want 
men In easy circumstances, if possible, on 
Ihr homesteads and residences within the 
boundary , nut that they may lay out money 
in the manner of gentienien Tanners, with- 
out just consideration of return, nor that 
they may keep up a "train dependant," 
an oitentatioui atylr, or imprudent hnapt- 
tality \ but that they may have truants 
without bring riguruua rack rr uteri, that 
they may by guod mural example, courtety, 
and kindness, and hy r*perimrnl! inlrlli- 
genlly devised and runducted, amrliuratr, 
advance, and cement the social lysteui, 
and the physical fan- and productive -luali ■ 
lies of the colony j and that by the erection 
of siloes, irrigative mac hi net, and the like 
mailers, on their own properties, they may 
mitigate the effect of casualties. 

The particular products tu which labour 
and money mutt be applied in this colony, 
brforc the ordination uf nature at indi- 
cated by ihrir adaptation to its soil and 
climate can be taid to be fulfilled, are in- 
numerable, Scarcely auy thing hat yet 
been tried uu it which has uot been bur- 
rowed (not by selection but by tervile 
imitation) from the agriculture of count rim 
materially different, and the Trial of what 
has been su burrowed has been badly ex. 
rcuted. Owing to ihe inherent defect in 
the grating tyateiu, which we ntiw ieek 
to remedy, even the growth of fine wool, 
with which no country in Ihe wurld can 
compete with us, it but in its infancy. 
The management uf out sheep, the weight 
of the carcass, the preparation of the wool, 
the preiervaliou of the pasture!, are little 
attended lo. The frequeut change of 
matters, from luccets or puvertf , thr still 
more firqiirul change of shepherds, anil 
other circumstances connected with the 
irregular habits and irregular supply of 
servant!, have occasioned thit. And alto, 
we may add, the condition and habits of 
business uf the town agents. Howbeit 
all that ii mending. With respect tu 
other product ioui we are sure that 
we have much to learn. A considera- 
tion uf the lam of toil, climates, 
and vegetable organisation, is sufficient to 
show us that ", but only actual judicious 
experiment, which need nut be eipeniivc 
neither, can demonstrate what particular 
branches of cultivation will answer the 
purpose best. Out readers may think thai 
our eager new to believe the best is the 
origin of the ateertion, but we do nut hesi- 
tate to tay that ihe very aridity of our 
climate, hitherto its disadvantage, will en- 
able us lo produce In better perfection 
several thing, that now form suurcet of 
wealth to other counlriei. 

Conspicuous amougii three may be enu- 
merated silk, wine, flat, and tobacco. The 
second ami the last have been already 
tried, and have succeeded to a certain ex- 
tent, lhat satisfies the growen of their ttl- 
tiniatrlybeingrompenwted. The quality 
cannot be said In be auch a* tu supplant 
the foreign commodities of the same nimr. 
But we think Ihr cause of thii is not thr 
want of suitable toil and climate, but thr 
unsuitable selection. With respect tosilk, 
wr believe the dryness of the climate 
(if Ihe insect* art protected from the 
hot winds) will prove a great advantage. 
Thr aame will be the case with flax, pro- 
vided a sufficient growth has been attained 
in the mujster period or the year, and ihe 
■oil is mlBcicntly rich. To almost all 
torse production! female and juvenile 
labour could be applied. Dumeitic in- 
dustry, happiness, and virtue, would be 
preserved . immigrants would be attracted, 
knowing that they could settle in peopled 
par a of the colony, and find there good 
work and good wages ; and the sheep 
stations and the farms would be united in 
indissoluble bonds uf mutual interest. 
When these thing* are accomplished, ihe 
colony will be in a natural Condi lion with 
regard to land, labour, and capital, The 
relations between this and other couDtriei, 
and between high and low countries of the 
colony, will exhibit a continual absorp* 
tiun of our English balances- by their im- 
mediate conversion into valuable importa- 
tion! of commndttiea,-* moderate but in- 
cessant inflow of hope-led anu well- 
rewarded immigrant families, — outward as 
well as homeward cargoet to the tea carrier, 
— upward as well as downward loadi 
lo the dray carrier,— consumption for 
the stockholders' beef and mutton, and 
i h e se tl I n s corn . w t n r , an d f ru it , — ar tivi t y , 
■nd a fair per rentage to Ihr town agents 
and storekeeper*— an annual detachment 
of youthful shepherd* from the luwland 
dwellings— a mutual dependence and cor- 
dial i rite reunite between all districts, 
ranks, and occupations. 

None of Ibes* views are inconsistent 
with those which have been advocated in 
thii publication, rationally considered 
Thr licensed graziers have been and are 
U> be our icitoreit, ia conjunction with 
the sheepowners within Ihe bonier*— be 
cause this branch uf industry n at yet 
the best iinderaiood, snd the mutt rapidly 
retrieved, revived, and reteltted. Furob- 
I nous reason!, they will runtime out 
grand resource. But for the iimrr perfect 
niainlrnanct of their importance it it nr- 
crsiary that changes should be effected by 
the setting up uf additional branches of 
industry, which may become the hand- 
maids of the othrr. These branches are 
beat coniidered separately. No also are 
Ihe question* of tenures, iniraigral inn, free 
grants in our maunrr uf thriu (which 
would be only carrying out the principle 
already acted on with rrtptcl lo the land- 
fund), free trade, usury,— even education 
ought lo be studied in .ubordinatton to 
Ihr general rirws we have enoVaeotirrd lo 
Lctelupe.

OtMTi.*!lvi, — I beg leave to offer a few re- 
mark* on the above auhjeet, If you consider 
them worthy of * place in your Inomul. it nay. 
perh*pa, set other* reflecting how th«y might 
mend their wayi. The reroaika, 1 hope, will 
be eaiily understood, u I halt avoided ill 
technicalities. 

The late heavy and long protracted lain* 
hare cut up, and rendered nearly imputable, 
the foot path* of the several street! in the 
city, Don especially th* foot-patka oppoaiie 
private Ttwideueet i u for tboa* opposite public 
thopa, some of them are bad enough ; but the 
shopkeeiK-r will, for his own interest, tee thtt 
the fbut-l ath be at Least passable. My object 
at present in thu* sddreasing ray feliow-eiti 
tens, is to point out to them bow Ibey can 
mako for thernaelve* a cheap, smooth, and du- 
rable foot-path. 

It it not to be expected for many years to 
come, that the Corporation can make ant) keep 
in repair ill lhe foot-pithi in th* private 
ttreeti of the city. What 1 tfould advise my 
re-lMw.cti,,,,., to tojt, whrtl have don*

stone or a brick, but it leave* no soft matter on 
in surface, and u lhe whale footpath lie* in 
one compact and wild matt, and whan exposed 
to the tame tear ind weir It will not present 
to lhe eye those annoying and dangerout fn- 
equiUtiei, and uneven lurrtce*. which we see in 
common freettnne flagging, wherein the atonas 
being in lingl* and detached pieces, tome of 
them link, others remain u when first laid.
